From the foregoing ftatement it appears, (fays our correfpondent) 
that our fhips of the line, now in commiffion, are very nearly equal in 
number to thofe of France and Spain combined; and if we contider 
that (including the Gibraltar) feventeen of them are three-deckers, 
and fourteen of thefe of go guns and upwards, it would be the excefs 
of effrontery in any man to contend (fince it is prefumed to be impof- 
fible for any man to thew) that our 96 thips.are not (ceferig paribus) a 
match, or very nearly ¢ match for their 103, allowing even the nine 
fhips {till lying at Breft, to be really ready for fea: a circumftance 
(confidering- they will take near 7000 men) very much queftioned by 
thofe who reflect how aotorioufly both France and Spain have been di- 
ftreffed for feamen, ia confequence-of the great mortality in their feet 
laft autumn, and the many captures we have fince made; nor will that 
difficulty have been a little aggravated by our having taken, within 
thefe fix weeks (as has been fhewn in the news-papers) upwards of 
2200 of their beft failors, including the crew of the Bienfaifant’s prize. 
On the other hand, whoever reflects that in their feveral thips which 
have been wrecked, deftroyed, or captured, the Spaniards have like- 
wife fuftained a lofs of about 6000 feamen, fince lait fummer, mutt be 
eonvinced that nation, whofe commerce is very reftricted, mutt have 
made very extraordinary efforts to have even 35 of the line now in 
commiffion. oF 

But the faét is, our correfpondent obfefves, that he equally believes 
and hopes, that even to ft what fhips they have done to fea, both 
the French and Spanith thips have a much greater proportion of raw, 
inexperienced landmen on board them than was ever known in any 
former war, or than may be found confitent with good policy. Thefe,
